HOME-MADE INDIA RUBBER. 


[Philadelphia Times.! 


AT the northern end of AsricuUuml 


Hall ono can learn how India-rubber 
is made, und all about the caoutoeoues. 
Tiiey rcbeniblc ma»nolius, dm loaves, 
however, strongly suggesting tlione of 
the milk 
weed. These tiou1! u t l i i n a 


height of 15(1 feet, 
uud thrive ln,st in 


swampy ground. 
Tlio spucimnis aie 


from tlio west coast of Af'iira, which, 
Boulh ul'tlie equator, is prolific in ruli 
ber 
troes. 
The 
original 
pro^em by 


which the negroes prepared the rubber 
is, in principle, the one adopted by 
Europeans and Americans. 
All the 


tools si-id vessels used in the work by 
the natives nre'exbibited. 
With a rude 


ironjbatehet twisted around a wooden 
handle, a slit about three inches long is 
made through 
tho bark of the tree. 


From this a white eap, bitter as aloes, 
and having the consistency of goat's 
milk, exudes as rapidly as blood from a 
fresh wound, and is collected in a small 
clay oup. 
This clay resembles the kind 


used in this country for fire-bricks, but 
when wet is like putty. 
Thejcup being 


full, its contents arc emptied into a 
gourd basket, in 
which tbe liquor is 


carried to a broad, shallow vessel nei"- 
an earthen) furnace containing a fire ot' 
palm tree nuts. 
A wooden spoon re- 


sembling a pancake with a handle is 
dipped into tho broad vessel containing 
the sap, which is now as thick an melted 
pitch. 
The spoon is lifted o'ut and re- 


volved, being thus covered with a layer 
of rubber, 
It is then 
held over tho 


furnace, from which a thick black 
smoke arises. This smoke is not mere- 
ly to blaoken the rubber, but to prevent 
its decomposition. 
The white rubber 


of commerce is not simply the solidfied 
sap as it came from the 
tree, but the 


blaok rubber refined. 
The dipping of 


tho spoon into the broad vessel, its rev- 
olution and holding in the smoke, are 
continued until the mass of rubber is 
thought largo enough. In this condis 
(ion it is sent to to the refiner. 
Sap 


flows from the leaves of jtha tree as well 
as from tho bark, 
The fruit resembles, 


a shcllba'rk, the outer shell being in two 
Sections. 
Within this is a nut hardly 


distinguishable from an acorn, except 
by the taste of tho kernel, which is like 
that of tho English walnut. 
The befit 


rubber is obtained from the Brazilian 
oaoutehouo, and specimens both of it 
and its products, including the milk 
preserved in combination with alcohol, 
are here exhibited.

Tho bil) appropriating 5200,000 fur 


tho completion of 
tho 
Wasbiogftn 


Monumont at tlio Nationul capital baa 
pas-did both houses of Congress and will 
undoubtedly be signed by the President. 
In its present unfinished condition this 
monutuint is a most unsithtly object, 
tuid wo question whether it will ever be 
anything olao. 
In deiigu and execu- 


tion it is litllo short ol n dUgraco to the 
country, and tho only vuhd excuse ior 
(hushing it is the sliiimo of having it 
remain unliuished. 
So far us arohitec- 


tuiul beauty or monumental effect is 
roticerued, a square pile of diussed 
stone would bo us beautiful and impress- 
ive. 
In i'uct, that is about nil it will be 


when completed, and wu liavo littlu 
doubt Unit t l i ' tiuiowill couio, in some 
more eulttvitti ! and exalting ugo, wbeu 
it will bo leveled to the earth, anil a 
monument erected which shall Inly 
commemorate tho name and daudii of 
Washington." 


This monument hab had qiulc a his- 


tory. Shortly aftur the death of Wash- 
ington, in 1709, congress resolved that 
a iniublc monument be erected to his 
memory, at tho oity of Washington.— 
In 1801 a bill appropriating $200,000 
to carry out tho enterprise was passed 
by tho houso but defeated in tho senate, 
some senators opposing it ou the ground 
of economy, and others on the ground 
that congress had no right to mako tho 
appropriation. 
Nothing further was 


douo in the matter till 1833, when an 
association win formed culled the Wash- 
ington 
Monumont Society, to carry 


forward tha movement which hail slept 
so long, It was proposed to erect a 
monument to tho memory of Washing- 
ton to bo paid , for out of private sub- 
scriptions, no person boing allowed to 
subscribe more than ono dollar.

Now,

economy in postage, may I ask your 
attention to a conundrum touching that 
matter? If you write to a person in 
certain foreign eountiies our govern- 
ment will forward tho letter and not re- 
quire you to prepay postage , but if you 
write to a person in your own or a 
neighboring state you must not only 
prepay, but be suio you do not fall a 
single penny short, for if you do the 
government will bo afraid to risk collect- 
ing tbe penny at tho other end, but 
will rush your letter to the dead letter 
office (at 
an expense of about two 


cents,) and then write you (at an ex- 
pense of 3 cents) that you can have it 
by writing for it and enclosing thrae 
cents for its transmission. 
To illustrate 


our system : A fortnight ago a citizen 
of Hartford mailed a letter directed to 
me at this nlaeo where I am summer- 
ing, and inadvertently fell 1 cent short 
of full prepayment. 
The poatoffico au- 


thorities held a council of war o^ or it 
and then sent it to Washington in 
charge of an artillery regiment, at great 
cost to tho nation. The dead latter 
department worried over it several days 
and nights, anil theu wrote mo (at a 
cost of 3 cents) that I could have my 
letter for a 3 cent stamp. 
I, like an 


ass, sent for it, thinking it might con- 
tain a legacy, and yesterday it arrived 
here in a man-of-war, at a vast expense 
to tho government, and was brought to 
these premises by three companies of 
marines and a mortar battery, all of 
whom staid to supper. Tho letter had 
nothing in it but a doctor's bill.

from England with a 1 penny etamp 
on it, and these words, "Collect 18 
ponce."

had been forwarded from 


Ilarford without over going to the 4ead 
letter office.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The reso- 


lution prohibiting the supply of metal- 
lic cartridges to hostile Indiana passed.
